•T'HERE was a time when a 
publicity-hungry denizen of 
this complicated world of ours, 
could be assured of a stretch of 
front page immortality if he simply 
inserted a carving knife Into his 
mother-in-law's back, or put ar- 
senic in a saxophonist's soup. That 
was enough to win the coveted title 
of 'murder," to get columns of 
court-room coverage, and to keep 
the noses of assorted trolley car 
habitues inevitably attached to the 
pages of their favorite journal. 

Sometimes there was even a little 
more than a mere mother-in-law 
to the affair, and it became a 
triangle. That invariably led to 
the reading of diaries by eloquent 
prosecutors, the careful measure- 
ment of sleek, silk clad feminine 
legs on witness stands, and the 
pointing of accusing fingers. Long, 
lanky, bony, definitely accusing 
fingers. 



Double Trouble. 

DUT like surfeit in all things, 
these simple, single murders ap- 
peared in varying degrees of print 
in almost every conceivable permu- 
tation and combination, so that even 
the tabloids began to report such 
passing events in short sentences 
such as you might see on any social 
page. Sally McSquirt's honor slow- 
ly but surely became deflated from 
a black, front-page, two-inch head, 
to a little ten-point notice on page 
37 without benefit of photo or gory 
details. Beano O'Gui!''^ gang kill- 
ing scarcely even rated attention on 
a police blotter. 



New Recognition. 

DUT no tabloid, nor any news- 
paper for that matter, goes 
hungry because news in a certain 
form seems to have gone stale. They 
will always find something just a 
little bigger, just a little better, like 
a group of anglers comparing notes. 
And those who would garner the 
publicity via the murder route, must 
cast about for more originality. 

They have done so, and have not 
been found wanting, witness the 
two most recent shockers, both, 
probably, coriimon knowledge. In 
each case they were doublé mur- 
ders, for single killings no longer 
seem to rate any more attention 
than single births in Callander. A 
fortnight or so ago a murdered 
couple was found in Queens, each 
with a red circle on the forehead. 
A few days ago some daffy young 
lad in Maine kills his physician, 
packed him in the trunk, kills the 
medico's wife, and covers her up in 
■the back of the car, and then. em- 
barks on a sightseeing tour of the 
eastern seaboard in his victims' 
car! 



GOING SOME. 

ItilARK to ' what lengths tabloid 
treatment of. ordinary single 
murders has forced the publicity 
hunters. So innured has the rank 
and file become to such forms of 
entertainment, that they have at 
least two or three single killings 
with their coffee each morning. 
And no sooner docs an honest to 
goodness double killing turn up 
which is so gruesome that even the 
Times will expatiate at length on 
the Mystery of the Red Circles, 
than along comes a bright young 
lad who takes his cadavers on a 
joy ride around the country. And 
the irony of the law enforcement in 
this case is that the driver of a car, 
with two murdered victims hidden 
there, drives past a red light and 
Isn't stopped. 
You can see that it has at once 
. become pretty hard for any dual- 
killer to ^ get attention now unless 
he happens to be mighty original. 
Far be it firom your scribe to make 
any suggestions in this direction 
beyond the observation that there 
is blood in the public prints these 
days, some of which will get its 
recognition in the front pages and 
on the gallows, while the other, 
which has long since ceased being 
news, is marked by a white cross 
if they can find enough of the 
pieces to bury 'in one place. 
C.O.T.C. please copy. 

The- Upshot of all this is merely 
to wit. If you want to make the 
front pages don't try murder. Try 
it the easy way, and become the 
' of sextuplets.

SITUATION IN FAR 
EAST DISCUSSED 



"Behind the Headlines" 
Talks Resumed 



"I'HERE will be no peace in 

China for some years," claims 
Dr. F. R. Scott, of the Faculty of 
Law, speaking, on the "sarcastic" 
subject of "Peace in China," yester- 
day in Strafrhcona Hall, under the 
sponsorship of the Social and Eco- 
nomic Committee of the S.C.M. 

Japan, said Dr. Scott, is in a stage 
of political and industrial develop- 
ment which calls for expansion. The 
Japanese people, crushed with taxes, 
50 per cent, of which go toward 
tWeir war budget, willingly sub- 
scribe to the purpose of Japan's 
domineering Asia. Opposed to this 
active Japan is China, where the 
people have just begiin to feel a 
national spirit. . How can China, un- 
developed as she is, expect to win 
a victory over the modern army- 
machine Japan represents? 

Dr. Scott further pointed out the 
interests of Canada in this Eastern 
question. The question brings home 
to Canadians again the fact that the 
only way to prevent countries such 
as Japan from illegally breaking 
treaties is to have a "pooled" secur- 
ity amongst organized countries 
against such gross trespassers. Can- 
ada also has an immediate actual 
interest in the Far East, since^jshe 
now supplies most of Ihe liiateflais 
(Continued on Page Four) 



is over twenty years since I 
was a youthful Professor in 
McGill University and a member of 
your Society, and I am glad that 
you still remember me as one of 
your fellows. While I have followed 
with great interest the remarkable 
extension of the Universities of 
Canada and the rapid development 
of Science in Canada I will always 
retain an especially warm feeling 
of affection for my old University 
■McGill— and a lively remem- 
brance of the happy days of work 
and play in the Macdonald ,Phy< 
sics Building." 

This was part bf the speech given 
by Lord Rutherford in 1932 to the 
Royal Society of Canada by means 
of telephone across the Atlantic, 
which was probably called to mind 
yesterday by the members of the 
Senate as they passed the résolu 
tion in which they expressed deep 
sympathy at learning of the death 
of Lord Rutherford, pioneer in the 
field of Radioactivity and former 
Professor of Physics at' McGill. The 
resolution follows: 

RESOLUTION. 
"The Senate at McGill University 
has learned with sincere regret of 
the death on the 19th of October, 
1937, of Lord Rutherford, Cavendish 
Professor of the University of Cam- 
bridge, Fellow of the Royal Society 
of London, and Nobel Laureate. 

"Acclaimed by the world as one 
of the makers of modern Physics, 
Professor Rutherford has inspired 
and fostered in others something of 
his own creative genius, and will be 
mourned especially by those who 
were fortunate enough to have been 
his colleagues or his assistants. 

"The beautiful .hypotheses of 
modern atomic physics spring large- 
ly from his original work and his 
place in the Valhalla of Men of 
Science is secure. 

"The stimulation of his presence 
here is still felt and the University 
is proud that it was in our Physics 
Building that so many of his epoch- 
makjng discoveries were made. 

"With Lady Rutherford, and with 
his family, we express our deep 
sympathy, and with the University 
of Cambridge, we mourn the loss 
of a great man."

bers of the faculty, assembled In 
the lecture theatre of the Engineer- 
ing Building^ to witness the in- 
auguration of the activities of the 
Engineering Undergraduates Debat- 
ing Society, which took place last 
night at five o'clock. The chief 
item of the programme arranged 
for the occasion was a debate on 
the I'esolution "Resolved That 
Present Conditions Indicate the 
Maintenance of $35 Gold." The par- 
ticipants were Victor McCallum 
and Jack Baranofsky, of third year, 
for the affirmative, and Allan Pcr- 
ham and Paul Pidcock, of fourth 
year, for the affirmative. Profes- 
sor R. de L. French, Alfred Pick, 
and Morton Godine, acted as judges. 

In opening the argument for the 
affirmative Baranofsky pointed out 
that by reducing the gold content 
of the dollar in 1933 and raising 
the price of. ^old from $26.67 to 
$37.00, President Roosevelt inaugu- 
rated a policy of inflation which 
resulted in a rise in prices and for- 
eign'itra'dëfwHiclî^réstcâreâ'îtheïcoh-' 



ated the severe economic depression, 
which existed at the time, to an ap- 
preciable extent. To reduce the 
price of gold at the present time, 
when economic conditions have not 
as yet resumed their normal course, 
would, the speaker declared, result 
in economic chaos. 

The case for the negative was 
opened by Allan Perham, with the 
contention that the Revaluation of 
the dollar created a situation of 
insecurity, which undermined fin- 
ancial stability and created an era 
of unsecurity and lack of confid- 
ence, rather than restoring stability 
as was stated by the affirmative. 
The United States, which at present 
dominates the gold market, and who 
is responsible for the present high 
price of gold, has produced an 
artificial economic condition, where- 
by the debtor nations have an un- 
favourable trade balance and hence 
cause a further aggravation in the 
already complicated realm of in- 
ternational trade. At home, the 
rise in wages due to inflation does 
irCTOtiinued on Page Four.)

Ottawa Valley Branch Sends 
Mersage of Support to 
New Principal 



Ottawa, October 21.— Within two 
years, at the end of the four-year 
period underwritten by the Gover- 
nors, so far as revenue and expen- 
diture are concerned, McGill Uni- 
versity hopes to be on an even 
keel, George C. McDonald, chair- 
man' of the University's finance 
committee, declared here last night. 
Mr. McDonald spoke at the annual 
meeting of - the Ottawa' Valley 
branch of the McGill Graduates So- 
ciety. 

The general endowment fund, 
which suffered from the drop in the 
interest raté, will be built up, Mr. 
McDonald said, and though stu- 
dents' fees would probably not be 
increased, McGill would naturally 
be governed to some extent by the 
general trend at other universities. 

"Regarding Government grants," 
Mr. McDonald added, "at the pre- 
sent moment consideration is being 
given in Quebec to a change of 
policy regarding financial support 
for educational institutions. Claims 
are being made that the Province of 
Quebec ftas not been supporting 
education in a manner at all com- 
parable to what has been done in 
other parts of Canada." 

SALARY ADJUSTMENTS. 

Mr. McDonald read a letter which 
was presented to the Government 
last year suggesting that graduates 
could easily build up an annual 
revenue of $40,000, or the equivalent

'jpHE first meeting of the Current 
Events Study Group, run under 
the auspices of the Student Chris- 
tian Movement, was held yesterday 
at four-thirty in Strathcona Hall. 
Before the arrival of the speaker a 
programme for the coming season 
was discussed. It was suggested by 
Neil Morrison that a plan be adopt- 
ed which was similar to one orig- 
inated by the group, under Mr. 
King-Gordon. This involved a com 
parative study of magazine articles 
dealing with the same economic or 
political problems. It was found 
that intensive study of these articles 
.was a great help towàrd knowledge 
of world affairs. With Mort Free- 
man in the chair, Mir. Avison ad' 
dressed the meeting. 

The object of this talk was to 
discuss more fully the subject dealt 
with by Professor Frank Scott, 
ironically entitled ^'Peace in China." 
Mr. Avison gave a background to 
the topic by tracing Chinese- 
Japanese relations from 1925 to the 
present. He dealt first with the 
political side of the situation intro- 
ducing as an important factor the 
union of the Chinese Communist 
party and the Nanking Govern 
ment in the face of war. Pari* 
phrasing Chiang Kai Shek, Mr. 
Avery said that if the Chinese con- 
tinued to use guerilla warfare the 
struggle might be prolonged for 
two or three years, thus introducing 
an economic element. 

JAPANESE BOYCOTT. 

This led to talk of the proposed 
Japanese boycott and the relation- 
ships of the various European 
powers to the Eastern Nations, and 
Great Britain's attitude in parti- 
cular. There was some difference 
of opinion as to the outcome of the 
war but' in conclusion it was 
thought that although the war 
would be ruinous for China, she 
could probably stand it; it would be 
equally ruinous to Japan and she 
might not be able to stand it be- 
cause of her overpowering feudal 
system. 

No definite topic was decided 
upon for next week, but it was 
thought that there vîrould probably 
be a continuation of the subject of 
the Eastern situation as everyone 
found it very interesting.

CENTRAL EUROPE 

-; Paris, October 21.— The proposal 
before the Non-intervention Com- 
mittee by Count Dino Grandi, 
Italian Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James, that an international 
commission should at once be sent 
to Spain to examine the "volun- 
teers" situation was favorably re- 
ceived last evening at the Quai 
d'Orsay and study was begun of the 
conditions under which such a com- 
mission should proceed to work. 

Although it is recognized that the 
Italian acceptance of such a com- 
mission and. the slight change of 
attitude there has been on the 
questions of proportionate and 
token withdrawal and recognition 
of belligerent rights does not to any 
great extent alter the situation and 
may prove only to be another 
means of lengthening discussion, it 
has served to relieve the atmos- 
phere and postpone if not clear 
away the necessity for a decision on 
a different policy than that which 
had been pursued during the past 
15 months. , . 



CANADIAN 



Ottawa, October 21. — Repaying 
the visit to Washington last spring 
of Their Excellencies the Governor- 
General of Canada- and the Lady 
Tweedsmulr, insisting that it was 
purely a social and personal call, 
and successAiUy resisting efforts of 
the press to induce him to discuss 
international politics, Cordell Hull, 
Secretary of State for the United 
States, and Mrs. Hull came to Ot- 
tawa to spend two days, accom- 
panied by Norman Armour, United 
States Minister to Canada, and from 
Washington by James C. Dunn and 
Harry A. McBride, officials in the 
State Department. 

"The complete absence of tension 
in the relations between our two 
countries," said Mr. Hull, in a brief 
statement to the press, "stands out 
fn'bold relief in a wojld of political 
uncertainty. This lack of tension is 
not accidental but a direct result of 
a long and beneficial friendship 
based on mutual respect and a will 
to peace. In a very real sense 
Canada and the United States are 
, .'^ooii aeiifhjjors."' 



GERMAN 



Berlin. October 21.— The German 
press attacks on Czechoslovakia 
continued with a new culprit, 
France, sharing the blame for recent 
police action against the Sudeten 
German minorily. This followed a 
call paid by Pierre Francois Poncet, 
French Ambassador, to the Foreign 
Office yesterday, although accord- 
ing to German soui;cës Czecho- 
slovakia was not mentioned during 
the general conversation during the 
Ambassador's call. 

The Wilhelnistrasse organ, Diplo- 
matische und Politische Korrespon- 
denz, leads the attack on France. 
Germany,- it says, always held that 
the provocations . which Czechs 
tliink they can practise all too fre- 
quently against Germans within 
their country as well as against the 
Reich, would be impossible if the' 
Czechs and their government did 
not Believe they received ' encour- 



CHINESE 



Peiping, October 21.— Japanese 
reverses . on three North China 
fronts were claimed here today by 
Chinese sources. 

While a Japanese spokesman 
spoke of satisfactory progress, for- 
eign reports from Shantung's pro- 
vincial capital . tallied with a Cen- 
tral (Qhinese) News Agency dis- 
patch claiming Japan'i^e^ troops 
were retreating to the north along 
the Tientsin-Pukow railway. 

Another dispatch said the Rislnjg 
Sun banner was retreating toward 
Yenmen Pass in Shansi Province 
after the almost encircled invading 
force realized they could expect no 
reinforcements. 

Staging a surprise raid on the 
Japanese air base at Yangpingpao, 
near Kwohsicn, a Chinese battalion 
was said to have destroyed 24 of 
the planes which had blasted a way 
for the enemy's Shansi offensive 
The Chinese reported they lost but

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Youth Hostels 

|T IS witli gratification that we note the 
rapid growth which the Youth Hostels 
Movement has made in the past six or 
seven years in England and Scotland and, 
in the past year or two in the New Eng- 
land States. It was eome years ago when 
we first heard of the term "Youth Hostels" 
as it was understood in Europe, and at that 
time, we must confess, the idea was of little 
interest to us. However, we have since be- 
come closer acquainted with the movement, 
, and because of the great popularity that 
has followed "Hostels" wherever they have 
been instituted, wé feel that there is a préss- 
ing need for just such àn association in 
Canada. 

The idea originated in Germany many 
years ago where it has developèd to a de- 
grée of great importance and it rapidly 
spread to almost every country of Europe, 
to the British Isles and, in later years, to 
America. Today the movement is consid- 
ered one of the greatest significance in the 
eyes of the younger generation, due no 
•( doubt to the spirit in which it has grown up 
; / which is .irLthfi-dircction qf the Boy Scout 
' and Girl GSî^movëménts— namely the de- 
velopment br a"6pirit of cameraderie which 
^,-unites youth of all classes and both sexes 
^*^;and, at the same time is a means of giving 
to those who dwéll in thé artificial atmo- 
sphere of towns and cities, the opportunity 
for breathing the health and inspiration of 
the air of the countryside. 

The aims of the Associations are; to help 
young people of limited means to know, 
lise and appreciate the places of historic, 
cultural and scenic interest in their home- 
land and to promote their health, recreation 
and education, particularly by providing 
simple and economical accommodation for 
them on their travels; to preserve the natur- 
al beauties of the countryside; and to im- 
prove international relations by the provi- 
sion of facilities for young people to travel 
in countries other than their own. 

The 'realization of these objects is be- 
■ jng brought about gradually Ijy various 
, ways and means. The Germans are the 
greatest hikers in, the world and together 
; with the "Hostel Movement" they imparted 
, to their British neighbours, especially the 
|ff-Scottish, a ^eat love for the sport of ram- 
bling. Thus in Britain today, no matter 
where one may be from Canterbury to The 
?: Trossachs one will meet on the march a 
;. group of merry, rollicking young people 
; gaily singing as they go. In the search for 
beauty spots, for Nature's wonders, or for 
historic romance. In the opinion of maûy, 
"Hostels have gone a long way to recap- 
ture the glamorous atmosphere bf the Can- 
terbury Tales. They have also given a 
great impetus to the sport of cycling, and 
thus, as the stimtiltjs for the promotion of 
healthy pastimes they have proven an in- 
estimable boon to the countries harbouring 
jljthem. , ■ 

iPpThe hostels are run on a strictly co- 
operative, non-profit non-sectarian basis for 
the benefit of members of the National Or- 
ganizations and any affiliated societies. 
There is an annual subscription fee levied 
which is used to defray the current expenses 
of the national and international offices and 
to help accumulate a reserve fund which is 
drawn upon for the purpose of constructing 
and furnishing new dormitories in popular 
roving regions. The rates are Such that 
those with the smallest purse are able to 
participate. The food is wholesome and 
ample while those who wish to cook their 
own are afforded facilities for so doing. 
Since the buildings must be vacated during 
the day in order to carry out the desired 



packed by the Hostel Warden and sold at a 
nominal charge. The Warden who is in 
charge of the hostel designates members to 
fulfill various duties each morning and in 
this manner the cleanup problem is satis- 
factorily solved. 

Along with many other organizations, 
the Hostels attempt to educate thé general 
public to an appreciation of the natural 
beauties of the'countryside, and in so doing 
to preserve thCnatural heritage of the 
country for themselves and their successors. 

It certainly does seem a' pity that we 
cannot have something of this nature here 
in Canada. The undertaking need not be 
an expensive one— in England hostels arc 
formed out of deserted castles and man- 
sions, loaned or given by their owners; in 
Scotland they are buîlt as wooden dormi- 
tories. A few as a trial might easily be 
attempted without any heavy expenditure 
and thè idea would undoubtedly spread 
rapidly as it has always done in the past. 
In this province and in others there are 
hikes and trips of unparalleled beauty and 
a wide choicè is presented to the holiday- 
maker.

Now getting down to business, wè want 
to open up a discussion on the subject of bad 
art. By this term we mean neither shocking, 
nor amat«uri8h, nécéssarily, efforts in the' 
creative fielde, but simply those attempts which 
seem to us to fall rather miserably in their 
purpose. It is not Infrequently that these pro- 
ductions are put on exhibition in the galleries 
of this city, of which we are embryonic citizens. 
A recent. And we bélieve still current, example, 
Is the show at the Art Gallery, a collection of 
wateir-colours by one Avery Shaw. We 
stopped in on our way home, one day not 
long ago, to see what Mr. Shaw had to offer. 
We "found a room full of practically homo- 
geneous studies,— frame house, trees, sky- 
looking like studio exercises for the most part, 
totally lacking in inspiration. But off in the 
comèr we suddenly got a shock. Here was 
a big sheet covered with a large pearly white, 
lined shape, a rhytbymlcal construction that 
did not fail to attràct pur Interest. What was 
it? After a while we gave in, and consulted 
the catalogue, and found that what we had 
been looking at was 'Fishbone'. Now that was 
somethingl Filled with much more respect for 
Mr. Shaw we looked more closely to se« If 
his InMratiOn camè,jîpÊirbaps, more than once 
per show. Arid'^W'Sund that it did! We 
can happily say that the bad exhibition was 
enlivened not only by 'Fishbone', but by a 
truly fine portrait of a rotting •Tree-trunk', as 
well as an effective execution of smooth rook 
and flowing water. §p the visit was worth 
whlle.^ The uhinspired, unsuccessful parts of 
it served to heighten our critical capacity, and 
the better portions were well understood, 

Avery Bhaw la by no means the only 
mediocre artist who can teach ui something, 
and even, on occasion, repay us wi^h a minor 
artistic thrill. As a mattér of fact, we cannot 
see how an aloof attitude, a staying away from 
all but thè most outstanding exhibitions, will 
repay us, in the long run, with anything, it 
will neither make us better critics, nor give 
us more than the most occasional pleasure, if 
that will contertt you, then don't walk a step 
out of your way for the Avery Shaws. But 
if you want something more, then wé offer you 
a choice— move to London, Paris, New York, or 
Toledo, or take In, with u», whatever happens

LIFE 



(The first in a series of emys). 
OAVING considered that Life is 

* the subject of these essays you 
may well remark that I do not know 
what I am talking about. Now, if 
you know what Life is I am sure 
yotfare not so vain as to thhik that 
someone else can not know also.' 
But since you doubt whether I know 
what life is, I conclude you do not 
know yourself. Therefore you can- 
not lose in knowledge by hearing 
what I have to say. 

You have probably doubted that 
I have knowledge of what life is 
because you have never met any- 
one who had that knowlodge. Well, 
I shall not assert that I am wiser 
than any man you have ever met, 
for perhaps you yourself are wiser 
than I, but I have certain ideas on 
which I should like your opinion. 
Now, if I should drop these bpln- 
ions out of the blue, so to speak, I 
am sure many would be prejudiced 
against them from the outset, and 
all my arguments following would 
be of no avail against such a pre- 
judice. Therefore I shall flrst give 
the .order of those thoughts which 
led to my ideas. Every one will 
take these thoughts, without a pre- 
judice, for what they are worth, and 
if they lead logically to an opinioff 
about life, all well, if not, then you 
will rightfully disagree, and I prom- 
ise to bow before truth. 

But before I begin to expound 
what in my presumption I seem to 
know, let me ask by what means I 
am to do this expounding. If my 
instruments have no truth, I can do 
nothing with them; if my guide is 
false he will not lead me in the 
true direction; then let us first as- 
certain the truth of these instru- 
ments and this guide. I have said 
that I shall present an argument. 
It Is commonly said that the most 
powerful obstruction in an argu- 
ment Is prejudice, and I think that 
an examination of prejudice may 
lead us to a better examination of 
argument. 

It is difficult to reason in the ab- 
stract, and since the abstract is a 
general formula for many particular 
examples of the concrete, a general 
example of the concrete is often 
useful. To examine the meaning of 
a proposition it is easier to deal 
with. Then, in examining prejudice, 
let us take a general concrete ex- 
ample. Suppose -I am to prove 
something which involves the great- 
ness of nations as regards, say, lit- 
erature. If I am speaking to a man 
who believes his own nation, Es- 
thonia, the greatest, I shall obvious- 
ly find it hard to prove anything be- 
cause I know Esthonia is not ttie 
greatest nation in this respect. And' 
if I need this fact as a premise in 
my, argument, the man will not 
agree. Now, I say I KNOW that 
Esthonia is not the greatest nation: 
the man only believes he is right. 
But, to a neutral observer, what is 
the difference between ut? That 
man's knowledge is a belief that he 
knows it is true, but is my know- 
ledge any more than this? Can 
someone say I am prejudiced and 
that man knows the truth? Truth! 
(fiemember Pilate). 

Let us, then, ask how each of us 
came by that knowledge concerning 
Esthonia. In my case, I know the 
various authors Esthonia has pro- 
duced, and I know the works of 
authors of other nations. I know 
the principles and standards of ex- 
cellence in literature, and I know 
that according to these principles 
the literature of other nations is 
greater than that of Esthonia. I 
prove. If necessary I can reduce 
my arguments to such axioms as 
"black is black and white «is white." 
I arrive logically from simple selfr 
evident truths to the truth that 
Esthonia is not the greatest literary 
nation. Now, what is the case of 
my friend the Esthonlan? Has he 
a logical argument leading from 
self-evident truths? If he has, he 
must begin where I began and must 
arrive where I arrived. The same 
cause will have the same effect. 
But he has no argument, for his 
knowledge is prejudice, not even 
knowledge but a preconéelved no- 
tion of what things are or should 
be, a belief not founded on self- 
evident truth. 

Of course we all knew perfectly 
well before what prejudice is, but 
the purpose of this example was to 
point'out that knowledge is founded 
on. argument. Whatever you know, 
that is not self-evident, you can 
show to be founded and deduced 
from self-evident trutlt. Then, if 
self-evident truth is the basis of all 
knowledge, it is very Important that 
we examine this truth and see if it 
has a solid foundation. 

Let me first ask you to prove that 
a point cannot be in two places at 
the same thne. This is a self-evident 
truth, and you can show me numer- 
ous Instances of a point being in 
one place and not In any other; but 
can you show a reason why it can 
never be in two places at once? You 
may say that if it were in two places 
at once there would really be two 
pointt; but when you say thtt, it 
is because you 'have taken' for grant- 
ed that "à point cannot be in two 
places at once, and there are two 
places Involved, so you conclude 
there must be two points. Well, you 
may aay that to jjrove is to ahow 



evident truths, but self-evident 
truths themselves are not deduced 
at alL They are known by intuition, 
intelligence, tmderstanding, or, sim- 
ply known to be true. It Is incon- 
ceivable that they should be false, 
therefore it is agreed they are ti%iè. 

But what a peculiar notion! Be- 
cause we cannot conceive a thing 
to be untrue, we accept It as true. 
Is this not the worst kind of pre- 
judice? It may be called that, and 
it runs very deep. 

Let us see how. There' is one 
self-evident truth which says that 
things equal to' the same thing are 
equal. Another is that things equal 
are not unequal. If we combine 
these two we deduce that Things 
equal to the same thing are not un- 
equal." And what a wonderful- de- 
duction! It is true. . . it is self- 
evident. Yet it is a bit more com- 
plex than the two propositions from 
which it was deduced, and It is 
conceivable that a person of very 
low intelligence might not even find 
it self-evident. To him thé premises 
would have to be shown. And if 
we continue to combine self-evident 
truths we shall make conclusions 
that will not be self-evident to our- 
selves either. - But perhaps tb an 
Einstein they might still be so. I 
mean that knowledge of a complex 
kind is not self-evident because the 
mind cannot grasp all the argument 
leading to that knowledge. But to a 
greater intellect this knowledge is 
still obvious. That is, all knowledge 
partakes, of the quality, of self- 
evident knowledge, being deduced 
from It. Therefore, if we deny the 
verity of self-evident truth we. deny 
all knowledge. This some skeptics 
have done, as some have denied the 
existence of miatter itself. What I 
Intend to show, however, is that 
there is a definite reason why intu- 
itive knowledge must be true, and 
matter must exist. I have run out 
of space in asking questions and 
not answering any, so I shall leave 
.this demonstration . till next timç. 
And if we determine that argument 
is the road toward truth, then we 
shall be on the right path to the ex- 
planation of Life Itself.

entitle them to sit on the 50-yard 
line. . . .Actually we miss the bands, 
I think, but not in that way ... .1 
mean not as for stirring the players 
to greater efforts and instilling in 
them the urge to "go in there and 
murder him." . . . What we really 
notice is the fact that at a Big Four 
game the executive have been con- 
siderate enuf to drag out the band 
of the Third Artillery, or a bunch 
of second-rate musicians who dress 
themselves up in tramp costumes 
(which they are) . . . and now and 
again whip out a couple of sour 
notes .... and another thing, too, 
is that instead of the gaudily-dress- 
ed ensemble really rending "God 
Save the King," the militia men ac- 
tually can play that piece in grand 
style, and as we line up for the 
opening kickoff, we don't mind 
standing at attenloin and don't have 
to think, "Geez, I wish those frosh 
who are tooting those brass would 
get the H — home again." 

VI7ELL, that's a purely physical 
" view, isn't it?. . . And there are 

more physical differences, too . . . 
and I mean besides the weight and 
the toughness of the players on the 
opposing teams. . . . You think we 
miss the cheering that college 
crowds go thru to the antics of 
those rubbermen, the Cheer-Lead- 
ers. . . . Well, frankly, all thru col- 
lege we never heard those cheers! 
What wc did hear, tho', was a dull 
roar from that deep black wall of 
what we knew were friends and 
enemies. ... a roar that at times 
caused us to curse because we 
couldn't hear what the quarterback 
was saying in the huddle. ... the 
roar is still there in any game, but 
comes, not at the time the home 



team lines up to get its signals, but 
as the ball is tucked away in the 
arms of a fast ' halfback as he 
rounds-the-cnd-for-fourteen .... 
so the roar doesn't bother us any 
more, but we do realize it's still 
there and are just a bit grateful, I 
think, for the feeling that, after all 
we ARE pleasing the fans today. 

A ND what about the old college 
spirit, you invariably say in 
such a discussion. . . Well, that's 
the mental side of the difference 
between college and club football. 
. . . It all lies in just how the indi- 
vidual player lines up his attitude 
to his opponent for the Fall after- 
noon in particular. . . . Bob Isbister 
phrased it better, perhaps, than 
anyone I've met yet, for, as he puts 
it, in a college game you are tight 
in there from the start of the game 
with all the fight and will-to-win 
spirit 'that one could possibly havé 
. . . and it's an unconscious feeling, 
too, for you don't have .to keep 
thinking to yourself, "Now I'll have 
to really hate these guys today or 
else I'll just play an ordinary game 
out there." ... But in a Big Four 
game, such a f eelliig comes only by 
a sort of concentration on your own 
personal feelings as the game gets 
under way; and then suddenly it 
comes to you only when you're be- 
hind or the other team have just 
started a sustained mairch towards 
your own goal and are threatening 
a defeat or even a lone touchdown. 
. .'. But with your school colours 
on, such concentration is never 
necessary ... for that spirit is there 
regardless of any thought on your 
part, and will sometimes remain 
there even after the game is over 
and the alumni ere slapping your 
back. 

TTHESE certainly are major points 
* in the difference between the 
college ball-toters and the Rough 
Riders or the Tigers or the Argos. 
. . . Another is that now in the older 
league, we have our teammates 
(some of them) say in the huddle, 
"Gèe, the wife and Junior are sura 
pulling for a win today." . . . where- 
as a year ago it was, "Boy, I hope 
my gal can see me running this 
end" ... or "Say, Bill, can you see 
that blonde up in the fourth row of 
Section A." . . . And then besides 
all this, there are the facts that the 
men on the club teams are older, 
are better players usually, are more 
hardened to the rough play th'at 
goes on in the line, are more spe- 
cialized at their own various efforts, 
capable of much more bodily pun- 
ishment, and are playing either be- 
cause they like it or because their 
cluli has just secured them a good 
job and they really must put them- 
selves across with the executive. . . 
So therè you are, folks.. What's the 
difference? You tell me.

The McGill 
half line played brilliantly as 
Stronach, McLurg, and Nell ran or 
slithered through Loyola tacklers to 
advance the yardsticks. McGIlI 
scored a touchdown in the third 
quarter when Marshall pounced on 
a fumble behind Loyola's line. From 
the kickoff the Red team pushed 
Loyola back, chiefly owing to 
Foster's good kicking, and the play 
continued in Loyola's territory 
throughout the game as the fighting 
Freshmen played faultlessly to pile 
up a 0-0 victory.

courses, the total registration at 
McGill University this year is 2,965, 
it:Was announced following a meet- 
ing of the University Senate yester- 
day afternoon. Of the total, which 
is an increase of 145 over last year's 
figure, 1,984 are men and 1,017 
■woinen. 

The greatest increase took place 
in .the freshman registration of the 
Faculty of Arts and Science, there 
ing 31 more students this .year 
^registered in the first year of the 
B.A< course and 60 more in the 
Science division. 

Although no women have yet 
managed to get into Engineering, 
they are doing well in Arts. This 
year's, registration list shows 102 
.vromen in first year Arts alone, al- 
th'otigh there are only 67 first year 
males. In Medicine also they have 
strengthened their numbers, there 
being eight first year female medi- 
cos compared with one last year. 
. ^ All in all, the registration at the 
tJniversity has increased by 145, 
itiere being now 2,065 students at 
thé University compared with 2,820 
last year. The Faculty of Arts and 
Science leads with a total of 1,212 
students. Medicine comes next 
with 474; and the Engineering Fac- 
ulty has 398. The Faculty of Den- 
tistry shows 82 with one lone wo- 
man among the 81 molar men. 
There are 53 potential lawyers, of 
whom two are women; the Faculty 
of Agriculture has 87 students, of 
-whom two again are women; and 
li4 are registered in the' School of 
Household Science, of whom 114 
are women, getting back at the En- 
gineers. 

The Library School has 21 women 
and no men and the Faculty of 
Miisic has three men and two wo- 
iheri. These are the degree students, 
in addition to which the University 
has 194 diploma students distributed 
among the schools of Household 
Science, Physical Education, Gradu- 
ate Nurses, Music, and the School 
for Teachers. Completing the 2,965, 
.partial students account for 239, and 
short-course students for 86.

are so doing. 

NINE POWER PACT. 

Dr. Scott believes that the meet- 
ing of members of the Nine-Power 
Pact will not bring forth any kino 
of stern military measures against 
Japan, but economic changes, for 
here she is vulnerable. Japan needs 
outside world markets, hence the 
threat' of economic action can call 
a halt to her aggressive ambitions. 
It is a moral obligation not to give 
her assistance. Dr. Scott concluded.

of $1,000,000 In endowment funds. 
"The Governors now feel," he said, 
"that the time has come to extend 
its scope by making recommenda- 
tions. The policy as to expenditure 
is that as funds become available 
they shall be used for adjustment 
of salaries and provision for a pen- 
sions scheme; extension of activities 
in certain departments and capital 
expenditure, either on projects 
coming under the heading of gen- 
eral policy or on projects pro- 
moted by benefactors." 

In the last year the capital funds 
of the University had., been in- 
creased by endowments of over 
$600,000, the principal amount be- 
ing the William G. Cheney bequest 
of about $430,000, the revenue from 
which goes to the Faculty of Medi- 
cine. For the year ended. May 31 
there had been a "very substantial 
and satisfactory improvement over 
the preceding year." 

Mr. McDonald referred to Mc- 
Gill's good fortune in obtaing the 
services of an ' educator'' of the 
prominence of Dr. Lewis W. Doug- 
las as Principal. The Ottawa Valley 
graduates asked him to carry bacic 
to the new Principal the assurance

CANADIAN POULTRY 
LIKED IN BRITAIN 



English Importer Describes 
Type of Birds Most 
Appreciated Overseas

Canadian frozen poultry is giving 
great satisfaction ' on the English 
market, according to Henry Rid- 
path, of Ridpath Bros., Ltd., a lead- 
ing importing firm of foodstufls, of 
London and Liverpool, who recent- 
ly met officials of the Marketing 
and Production Services of the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa and later journeyed 
to Toronto to confer with represen- 
tatives of the leading meat packing 
companies. From Toronto he went 
to Western Canada and called on 
firms whose products he handles 
in England. Ho is en route to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, and it will 
be early in the New Year before he 
is back in London. 

"Business is good in 'the British 
Mes" said Mr. Ridpath, and ihcra 
are more people in employment at 
present than there has ever been in 
the industrial history of the coun- 
try, consequently there is a brisk 
demand at good prices for all kinds 
of food products, and there is an 
excellent opportunity for Canada 
to send larger supplies, 

"While the Canadian poultry that 
is being exported to Britain is high- 
ly satisfactory" Mr. Ridpath said, 
'•a higher proportion of the better 
grades would find a more ready 
market. The best weights to . ship 
are from 3% to 5 lb., though there 
is a demand for birds around 3 lb., 
in the lighter class and up to 7 lb., 
in the heavier. Canadian producers 
would be well advised to consider 
till- advantage of better finished 
birds, which can be produced by a 
period of crate fattening for at least 
two weeks before killing as done in 
England. 

Mr. Ridpath stated that it might 
be of interest to Canadian poultry 
raisers to know that there is a 
rapidly increasing liking for Can- 
adian poultry, and if the quality 
that has been going forward in the 
past two or three years can be 
maintained and improved a mucli 
larger market in the British Isles 
is available.
